THE TEST ENDS IN FAILURE 


League of Nations efforts to settle the Italo-E thiopian w ar by 
direct action have ended in failure. It is adm itted there is no applicable 
m eans to prevent Italy from gaining full dom ination over the African 
natio n by force of arm s. 
The only action expected now’, upon the p art 
of the 
league, is a possible strengthening of the sanctions which wrere 
imposed against th e aggressor nation.
